Maij It please Your Excellency. 

Ye, the Commissioners of National Education in Ireland, 
submit to Your Excellency this our Seventy-eighth Report. 
In this report the statistics of attendance, religious denomina- 
tions, etc., in the schools, are for the year ended the 31st 
December, 1911, the financial statements are for the year ended 
the 31st March, 1912, and the general information is brought up 
to the 30th June, 1912. 

Ihe past year has proved on the whole a favourable one in re- 
spect of the regularity of the pupils’ attendance, owing, no 
doubt, to the unusually fine weather which prevailed for the 
gi eater portion of the spring and summer, and w'e are pleased to 
record a further imiu’oyement in the average daily attendance, 
ihe centesimal proportion reached 72'5, wdiich is the highest yet 
noted in the schools, and the actual number of pupils in attend- 
lonn fiy substantial figure, than in any year since 

1899. It is undeniable that there is still much room for further 
improvement in this matter, and we believe that with the increase 
m the number of well-built and w'ell-equi]pped schoolhouses, the

ijii|)rovcmeiit in the qualifications and efiicieney of the teachei's, 
and the increasing prospeilty of the |ieople, there is every reason 
to expect a better attendance of pupils in each succeeding year. 

mruou°oi have for some years past steadily pursued our jiolicy of 

Soiioois. amalgamating small schools, wherever the circumstances per- 
mitted this course to be taken without injury to the prospects of 
the teaching staffs, and with advantage to the efficiency of the 
children’s education. We have recognised the fact, well estab- 
lished by experience, that, for the teaching and training of pupils, 
a small school suffers from many incurable defects, and that, 
within limits, the larger the school the better are the 
facilities for the organisation of the work and the better the 
chances of securing efficient teachers. In pursuance of this policy 
we have reduced the number of national schools in operation from 
8,7'20, which was the number aided in 1903, to 8,289 for 1911 ; in 
the same years the average attendance of the pupils increased by 
over 30,000, notwithstanding the striking oIT of over 400 small 
schools. In such cases \ve preserve the lights of the teachers 
whose schools are discontinued by recognising them on 
privileged conditions in the amalgamated schools. In a few 
eases (by special arrangement with the Treasury) we have 
arranged for the employment of school vans to convey pupils to 
central schools. 

dSmi" connection with applications made to us for the recognition 

of new of new schools, our attention has recently been directed to cases 
schools, cvhere schools have been opened in opposition to existing national 
schools, and when the latter have been depleted of pupils by 
various forms of pressure, applications for grants have been 
made to the Board. We strongly deprecate a procedure of 
this kind, and w'e have decided in future to decline to consider 
applications for aid from persons who have established schools 
without obtaining our provisional consent. 

Building Since the month of August, 1911, when w-e completed the 
giants. negotiations with the Treasury for additional building funds, we 
have been able to proceed to make grants for new schoolhouses, 
and managers have shown much activity in completing the 
arrangements for the new buildings. As we pointed out in our 
last report, the additional grants now sanctioned must be limited, 
by arrangement with the Treasury, to the ajijjroved list of urgent 
cases submitted to the Grovernment at the end of the year 1910, 
and w-'e have hitherto been unable to deal with numerous other 
cases which were not included in the original list, owing to the 
fact that the necessary preliminaries were not then completed. 
We consider it a matter of the greatest imi)ortance that our 
funds for building and improving the schoolhouses should not 
be stopped, and we have again made a pressing application 
to the Treasury to be allowed to continue to make grants in the 
many urgent cases now under consideration. We believe that 
the continuation of these grants wall be absolutely necessary for 
several years to come, if the school buildings of the country are 
to be brought to a satisfactory standard of sanitation and educa- 
tional efficiency. 
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For some time past we have had under consideration the ques- Training 
tion of extending the training course for .King’s Scholars to a of 
thii'd year in the case of students of exce])tional |)romisc, and also <^o“ohcrs. 
of tcachei-s of high cfliciency actually employed in the schools. 
Proposals have been submitted to us to arrange for the attend- 
ance of teachei's taking the third year’s course at lectures in 
pedagogics and kindred subjects at the Belfast University, and 
at the univei-sity colleges in Dublin and Cork, and we hope 
that it may be possible to arrive at a suitable ai-rangement of this 
kind. These proposals involved an application to the Treasury 
for funds to pay the university fees of the teachers con- 
cerned. We I'cgret to say that this ap[)lication has been refused. 

Our attention has been drawm by inspectors and others to the 
desirability of offering encouragement to teachers to continue 
their studies after leaving the training colleges, and with this 
end in view rve have determined on the institution of a Higher 
Certificate, ^ to bo given to teachers who, having given 
highly efficient service, successfully pass an examination in 
subjects of a professional and general character, or who pursue 
a satisfactory course of a similar kind in connection with a 
miiversity. The irossession of this certificate rvill be considered 
as entitling the teacher to special treatment in respect of grade 
promotion . 

^ We have also instituted a system of prizes for the King’s 
Scholars of the second year in connexion with the leaving exami- 
nation, the cost to be defrayed from the small entrance fees 
charged to candidates for scholarships. 

We i-egret that w'e are not yet in a position to make the know- 
ledge of a second language obligatory at the examination for 
entrance to the training colleges. 

In June, 1911, w'e were requested by the Irish Government g„holar- 
to draw up, in co-operation with the Board of Intermediate ships at 
Bclucation, a scheme of scholarships wdiereby suitable pupils 
might pass from the primary schools into the intermediate sohooff. 
schools, and ultimately to the universities. Accordingly, after 
conferences between the representatives of the National Board 
and those of the Intermediate Board and of the teaching profes- 
sion, a scheme was drawn up and sent to the Irish Government. 

This scheme was based on the supposition that a sum of .-610,000 
per annum would be provided for scholarsbijis. , At the same 
time, a memorandum rvas sent in, pointing out that we 
understood that it was the desire of the Irish Government that 
the scheme shoidd be drawn up solely for the purpose of com- 
pleting the university sclieme, and that it had been drawm up 
accordingly. We did not apiprove of this limitation, and sug- 
g'ested the extension of the scheme so as to provide increased 
facilities for agricultural and technical training, and to allow 
pupils of limited means to take advantage of these facilities in 
advanced primary, or at trade preparatory, or agricultural schools. 
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The Treasury refused to sanction the scheme thus put for- 
ward ; but we have recently learned from the press that a sup- 
plementary estimate of T10,000 is to be presented to Parliament, 
to defray the cost of a scheme of scholarships agreed to between 
the Irish Government and the Treasury. 

In connexion with the most important question of securirig the 
best teaching staffs possible for the schools, our action in re- 
quiring managers to appoint fully qualified persons as assistant 
teachers wherever the number of pupils in average attendance 
permitted, lias been tlie subject of some advei'se criticism. Sonre 
years ago we obtained powers from the Government to recogmse 
a class of teachers known as junior assistant mistresses m 
schools with an average attendance of 35 pupils. There are now 
over 2,000 teachers of this class serving in the schools, and their 
pi'csence on the staffs has been in general of very great advantage, 
as, besides the actual work done by the assistants themselves, 
the principals have been freed from the necessity of keeping six 
or seven different standards simultaneously employed, and have 
thus been enabled to devote more of their attention to the ad- 
vanced pupils. 

In the opinion, of many competent observers, no reform of re- 
cent years has done more to improve the efficiency of the teaching 
in small schools than the appointment of these junior assistants. 
But, at the same time, it must be remembered that, wdiile com- 
petent to undertake the training and instruction of small groups 
of younger children, they cannot be expected to perform the work 
required from trained teachers in schools averaging 50 or 60 
pupils. In cases, therefore, rvhere the attendance is sufficient to 
warrant the appointment of fully qualified assistants) we have 
found it necessary to require managers to dispense with the ser- 
vices of the junior assistants. 

It has, however, always been our desire to encourage junior 
assistants of exceptional promise to qualify themselves for the 
higher appointments, and with this object in view we have 
recognised as eligible for full assistantships junior assistants of 
three years’ completed service, provided they have been very 
favourably reported on by the inspectors and have passed success- 
fully in the second division at the King’s Scholarship examina- 
tion. Moreover, before insisting on the dismissal of an efficient 
junior assistant under rule 86 (a), we grant her an opportunity 
of qualifying for the higher appointment at the King’s Scholar- 
ship examination. In addition, we have allownd junior assistant 
mistresses who are at present over 45 years of age, and who are 
consequently ineligible to become _ assistants, to retain their 
positions, provided they have been very favourably reported on. 
Further than this we cannot go. It would be unfair to 
the pupils of the national schools to deprive them of the benefits 
of skilled teaching, in order to favour the interests of junior 
assistants of inferior qualifications and attainments. In this 
matter we have had regard, so far as is consistent with educa- 
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tional interests, to the claims of the junior assistants, but we 
cannot overlook the right of the pupils to receive the best teach- 
ing that can be secured for them. 


We may state that we are by no means satisfied that the re- 
muneration now p)aid to junior assistant mistresses is a “ living 
wage, and we have it in contemplation to ask for pxtwer to raise 
the salary of junior as.sistants who (qualify for full assistant- 
ships under rule 76 (b) (5) from -f;28 to £U per annum. .If this 
proposal be approved, we shall confine all future appointments of 
junior assistants to persons qualified for full assistantships. 


The education estimates for the financial year, which luoreasein 
commenced on 1st April, 1912, show an increase amounting to estimates 
about T78,000 over the estimates of 1911-12. This increase is 
largely accounted tor by the necessity of providing additional 
funds to meet the automatic increase in the teachers’ salaries 
arising through the awarding of the ordinary increments of good 
service salary in accordance with the scale provided in the regula- 
tions, and by the addition of a sum of .£2.5,000 to the annual 
provision for teachers’ jjensions. These two items amount to- 
gether to about £50,000. The ojie is a normal increase under 
the existing rules : the other has been long promised by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, and coriosponds to a similar aug- 
mentation of the amounts granted for pensions to teachers in 
Scotland. 

The balance of the increased estimate comprises a sum of 
.£21,000, the new grant towards the cost of heating the school 
houses, and of keeping the buildings and the out-offices in a 
proper state of cleanliness. The greater portion of this sum has 
now been disbursed to the managers of schools to defray part of 
the expenses incurred under this head during the preceding 
financial year. 

The estimates also contain a sum of £7,500 to be apjrlied to 
defraying the cost of medical treatment of the school children. 

This amount appears to represent one-half of a grant asked for by 
us for the purpose of establishing dental clinics for national 
school pupils in some of the larger cities and towns, and 
it is to be expended conditionally on an equivalent sum being 
raised locally for the same purpose. This condition will go far to 
render the scheme nugatory, for no machinery exists, or is pro- 
posed to be set up, for local administration. Consequently, if the 
scheme is to be applied, the local funds must be raised by volun- 
tary subscription, there being in this country no power” on the 
))art of local authorities to expend money from the rates for 
this purpose. We have given earnest attention to the question 
of formulating a suitable scheme for dental treatment, and have 
had the benefit of the advice of representatives of the medical 
and dental professions and of the school managers, but it is

extremely doubtful whether any considerable portion of the grant 
can be expended under the conditions imposed by the Ireasury. 

Except that the sum of ^25,000 already mentioned has been 
voted in aid of the fund for teachers’ pensions, no further decision 
has yet been come to with regard to the new scheme, nor have 
we been consulted by the Government as to the lines on which 
it should be drawn up, although we are best qualified to give 
advice as to how to remove certain shortcomings in the present 
scheme, evhich are extremely prejudicial ^ to education. ^ It is 
understood that an actuarial investigation is being made into the 
proposals of the national teachers’ representatives, and the final 
adjustment of the matter awaits the completion of this inquiry. 

Wo have in the past year, as in former years, continued to 
press for funds for the provision of reforms in our system which 
have already been fully set forth in our previous reports to Your 
Excellency, and of which the following arc the principal : — 

(1) Provision for higher grade schools and advanced depart- 
ments, or continuation schools. 

(3) Increased emoluments for the principal teachers of large 
and important schools. 

(3) Kemoval of barriers to the promotion of teacliers'to the 
first and second sections of first grade. 

(4) Provision for the building of a women’s residence in 
connection with the Training College at Marlborough Street. 

(5) Arrangements for the payment of teachers’ salaries 
monthly instead of quarterly. 

We desire once more to reiterate our opinion that these reforms 
are urgently needed in the interests of education, and we have 
again to ex) 5 rcss our disappointment that they have so far met 
with so little consideration from His Majesty’s Government and 
the Treasury. 

Jburing the past year wie have had a conference with 
representatives of managers and teachers of national schools 
regarding our scheme of higher grade schools, and ^ in view 
of the importance of the subject we think it desirable to 
sketch briefly the main features of our proposals.^ .At the recent 
congress of repiresentatives of Technical fnstruction Committees 
held in Cork early in June, 1912, the llesident Commissioner 
read a papier on this subject, and the following resolution was 
adopted unanimously by the Congress, on the motion of the Most 
Eev. Hr. Browne, Bishop of Cloyne : — 

“ That the Irish Technical Congress expresses its unanimous 
approval of the efforts of the Commissioners of National 
Education to establish higher grade national schools in Ire- 
land, and asks the Treasury to at last recognise the pressing 
demand of the Commissioners for the necessary funds.” 
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Our scheme provides that the higher primai-y education of 
national school pypils may be conducted (1) in higher grade 
schools to be recognised in cities and fairly large towns, and (2) 
by means of advanced departments forming jjortion of the larger 
and better equipped of the existing national schools. The 
higher grade schools will be carried on in buildings of a superior 
type, an average attendance of at least thirty pupils being neces- 
sai’y to' warrant the continuance of State aid. The general rules 
of the code in regard to management, inspection, religious in- 
struction, etc., will apirly to these schools. The teachers wdll be 
national teachers with special qualifications, but under certain 
conditioiis other teachers at present engaged in secondary school 
work will be eligible tor recognition. 

The salaries of .teachers engaged in higher grade work will 
be fixed on the same lines as in ordinary natienal schools, the 
extra remuneration being provided by means of a capitation rate 
of 30s. per head for each higher grade pupil in average attend- 
ance. Some jrrivileges as to gi'ade promotion will be allowed 
to the teachers, but as a general rule the ordinary salaries and 
allowances as at present, together with the special capitation rate, 
will constitute the teachers’ emoluments. In the higher grade 
schools the capitation grant will be divided in. a certain fixed 
pro]rortion between the piincipal and his assistants. In the 
schools with advanced departments the extra rate wdll be paid 
partly to the principal and the remainder to any of the other 
teachers taking part in the advanced work. Service in schools 
and in advanced dejrartments wdll count towards increments 
of good service salary and grade promotion, and a teacher return- 
ing from this class of work to the ordinary school work wdll, 
as a rule, retain his salary and grade, merely relinquishing 
the special capitation rate. In Convent schools paid on the 
capitation svstem this special capitation rate of 30.9. per head 
for the higher- grade pupils will be paid directly to the manager. 

The teaching staffs in higher grade schools and in schools wdth 
advarreed departments wdll be on a more liberal scale than in 
orxlinary national schools. 

The course of instruction is arranged to cover a period 
of four years. Admission is open to pupils over twelve 
years of age who have passed a qualifying entrance examination 
in the subjects of the sixth standard programme. This exami- 
nation will be conducted -under the superintendence of the 
Board’s inspectors. The programme of higher grade w-ork com- 
prises (1) a commercial, (2) industrial, (3) agricultural, and 
(4) general course. These courses are alternatives, -and 
may be selected by the schools in accordance w'ith the character 
of the locality and the general future prospects of the pupils. 
The advanced departments attached to schools in rural districts 
will, for example, probably find the agricultural course more

suitable than the others, while in some schools two or more 
courses might be taught side by side to different sets of pupils. 
A pupil who completes a course of this kind will be prepared 
to enter upon an industrial and commercial career, during which 
his further studies should be continued in the technical school. 

We believe that in the institution of such schools and advanced 
departments lies the solution of the much-discussed problem of 
continuation school work. Our scheme could, we are confident, 
be grafted on to the present system with a minimum of friction 
and disturbance to existing an-angements , and w'e are hopeful 
that, as it becomes better known to the public, it will meet with 
sufficient support to effect a change in the hitherto unsympathetic 
reception which it has received from His Majesty’s Government. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1912, we awarded pro- 
motions to higher grades to 162 teachers who had successfully 
complied wnth the prescribed conditions. Of these teachers 9 
were promoted to the first section of first grade, 38 to the second 
section of the first grade, and the remainder, 115, to the second 
grade Owing to the want of vacancies in the first grade for 
masters, a number of these teachers have not yet received the 
increase of salary due on promotion ; according as vacancies 
occur in the grade, the increase of salary w'ill be awarded to these 
teachers . 

The following table shows the present position (30th June, 
1912) of the masters promoted to the first grade, in res]iect of the 
actual payments of grade salary.

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Besides the cases of ordinary promotion we have also con- 
sidered the cases of certain principal teachers wdio have .shown 
exceptional ability in the discharge of their duties during a long 
period. After a careful examination of each case we have 
granted special promotion to 57 principal teachers, of whom 6 
were placed in the hrst section of first grade, 1 in the second 
section of the first grade, .and 50 in the second grade. 

Triennial increments of good service salary were awarded to i 
1,640 teachers in the year ended 31st March, 1912. meitsto 

On 31st December, 1911, cookery was taught in 2,522 schools, T^dfers 
and laundry work in 716 schools. In addition to these schools 
a course of coolrery and laundry work combined under the name and ^ 
of domestic economy was taught in 199 schools on the same date. Laundry 
These figures show an apiareciable increase over last year, 
especially in regard to instruction in laundry work, which " 
appears to be growing in favour. 

The Irish language was taught in 2,576 schools on 31st Teaching 
December, 1911, and 202 schools ai’e now taught a bilingual “t M’li. 
programme of Irish and English. The number of bilingual 
schools has increased since last year, but the number of schools 
taking up Irish as an exti'a or optional subject has somewhat 
declined. 

We had intended in this report to bring prominently under 
Your Excellency’s notice the provision that we consider must be 
made in the near future for a large increase of expenditure in 
connection with National Education in Ireland. As we were 
convinced that in view of the Government of Ireland Bill the 
matter was of pressing urgency, we felt that, in justice to 
ourselves and the educational interests which we are appointed 
to conserve, it was essential to make public, through the medium 
of the press, our views on the subject ; and this we did in a 
memorandum published in the London Times and other newspapers 
on the 28th of August, 1912, In the circumstances, and as we 
are sure Your Excellency has already seen the memorandum in 
question, we make no further allusion 'to the subject in this report. 

We now proceed to give Y'our Excellency detailed information 
under vai-ious heads.

Under special authority from the Lords of His Majesty’s Treasury, instruction is 
given each day, by a qualified national school teacher, to children (.patients) in the 
wards of the Incorporated Orthopaedic Hospital of Ireland, Dublin. 
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This shows a decrease of 48 in the number of schools in oper- 
ation when compared with the number on the 31st December, 1910 
The decrease is in considerable measure due to the amalgama- 
tion of adjoining boys’ and girls’ schools, or of small schools in 
the same locality. 

2. Of these schools, 3,419 were vested schools, the remainder ? 
were non-vested. [

7. On the 31st of December, 1911, we had 8,289 schools in oper- 
ation. During the year 1911, 90 schools were brought into 
operation — viz., 79 vested in the Commissioners or in trustees, 
and 11 non-vested. In 136 cases the grants were either suspended 
or withdrawn. 

The accommodation afforded in the schools was sufficient for 
766,002 pupils, allowing ten square feet of floor space for each 
pupil.

The teaching power in some convent schools is partly Lay 
made up of lay assistants who, though not paid directly by us, 
are recognised under special conditions, and are granted valuable 
privileges in the matter of service, training, etc. On the 31st 
December, 1911, there were 475 lay assistants in 131 convent 
schools.

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52. Colleges for the teaching of Irish. 

A payment of £5 is made to special colleges for the teaching of 
respect of each teacher who, having attended the required 
number of lessons, passes the examination at the end of the course 
and who subsequently teaches Irish satisfactorily in a public school 
for one year. In order to facilitate their attendance at these courses, 
teacheis are granted vacation to the extent of 50 days in the year 
m which they attend a course, provided their schools are kept open 
tor at least 200 days in such year. Eleven colleges have been recog- 
nised, and since they were opened, 945 of the students have been 
registered as qualified to teach Irish as an ordinary or extra subject.

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Compulsory Attendance Provisions of the Irish 
Education Act, 1892, 

53. At the end of the year 1911, 231 School Attendance 
Oommittee.s existed, 91 in Urban Di.stricts and 14i0 in Rural 
Districts. According to reports received from the Committees, the 
provisions of the Act were enforced, during the year, by 228 of 
these Committees. 


Under the provisions of the Act, children over 6 and under 14 
with certain exceptions, are required to attend school, and to malce 
75 complete attendances in each half-year ending respectively the 
30th June and the 31st December. 


There are 39 towns having municipal government, to which the 
provisions of the Act apply, but for which school attendance com- 
mittees have not been appointed. There are 113 Rural Districts 
without school attendance committees. 


We give here a table showing, for the places with school 
attendance committees and for those without school attendance 
committees respectively, the average number of pupils on the 
rolls of the National Schools, the average daily attendance, and 
the percentage of the average daily attendance to the average
